SUMMARY

Synopsis of Bill

House Bill 220 amends Section 66-7-11 to authorize the Department of Public Safety (DPS), rather
than the New Mexico State Police (part of DPS organization), to close certain highways in emer-
gencies.

Significant Issues

HB220 would extend the current authority given to State Police to close certain highways in emer-
gencies to DPS. The involvement of the Motor Transportation Division and other DPS personnel
could enhance the department’s law enforcement program (comprised of the Motor Transportation
Division, Special Investigations Division and State Police) to better serve its mission of responding
to and addressing public safety needs.
